SHIFTS 10 SENATE:

The fight over the Rivers-spon- 
gored propdsal to double the tax 
on beer shifted yesterday to the 
senate, where Chairman John 
Neely, of the temperance commit- 
tee, announced opponents to the 
measure would be given a pub- 
lic hearing before action is taken 
by his committee. 

The hearing was granted at the 
request of beer dealers and dis- 
tributors, who claim the tax is 
confiscatory. 

Both the senate and house of 
representatives spent yesterday in 
routine business, the former taking 
up the Ennis bill creating a state 
civil service commission and put- 
ting all state employes under its 
provisions and the latter engaging 
in sharp debate over acceptance 
by representatives ‘of salaries 


from the state for services per- 
formed since the regular -session. 
Refuses to Condemn. 

After refusing, 133 to 27, to con- 
demn 11 of its members for doing 
state work during tne summer, the 
house voted, 114 to 0, to express 
its “confidence in the integrity of 
those named,” who included Rep- 
resentative Clement E. Sutton, of 
Wilkes county, and Representa- 
tive Wilmer D. Lanier, of Rich- 
mond county. Representative Sut- 
ton served as special counsel 
for the Department of Public 
Safety and is credited with set- 
ting up the highway patrol, while 
Lanier served as special counsel 
for the new state Department of 
Labor 


The senate failed to complete 
work on the Ennis bill during the 
day but was expected to take a 
final vote on it today. The only 
major change in the bill was the 
lowering of the salary of the per- 
sonnel director. Ennis had fixed 
the salary at $5,000 annually. The 
senate cut it to $3,000 per year. 

Important Actions. 

Two other important committee 
actions were taken during the day. 

The committee on public high- 
ways voted to report favorably on 
the administration bill abolishing 
the present bus and truck main- 
tenance tag. A companion meas- 
ure, lowering the tag price for 
private passenger cars and small 
trucks and increasing the prices 
of tags for large trucks and buses

TO AID HIS CAUSE 


Although N.Y. Executive 
Supported New Deal 
He Owes No Debt to

TEW YORK, Dec. 1-—-(P)— 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation’s largest city, 
historically the greatest metropoli- 
tan stronghold of the Democrats, 
formally has become a member of 
the American Labor party, cut- 
ting any last thin tie with his old 
nominal Republican affiliation. 

This was disclosed today—29 
days from the time he registered 
under the labor party’s clasped- 
hands emblem and 29 days, too, 
from the election which returned 
him to city hall as the first man 
ever to beat the Democratic ma- 
chine twice in a row. 

Mental “Kinship. 

His mental kinship with the la- 
bor party long had been obvious, 
but his association with it as a 
party member, and as a rising na- 
tional political figure, stirred quick 
discussion as to what he had in 
mind for the future. |

spearhead of a national third party

Buck in Hunt 
With Senators 


Fears People in Texas Home 
Town. Will Say ‘le. That 
Best You Could Do?’ 


Vice President John Nance Gar- 
ner laid aside his senatorial toga 
for hunting togs today—and “bag- 
ged” a deer. : 

Hunting for the first time in 
northern woods. on the heavily- 
timbered, well-stocked 10,000-acre 
preserve of Colonel William Kaul 
near this lumber town, the vice 
president shot the first buck 
brought down by a party of sports- 
men, including nine senators and 
five other officials. 

Guides later found a four-point, 
145-pound buck slain by Sena- 
tor Joseph Guffey, of Pennsy!l- 
vania, earlier in the day. 

Poses Beside Kill. 

As Garner posed beside his, kill 
-——a 125-pound,: four-point buck— 
he chuckled: 

“The people back in Uvalde are 
going to say, ‘Is that the best you 
could do?’” 

But Senator Minton, of Indiana, 
quickly cut off what promised to 
become a gusty tale of the vice 
president’s hunting exploits in the 
Texas brushland by retorting: 

“The deer didn’t have a chance 
—it’s got enough lead in it now to 
weigh 10 pounds heavier than 
when Garner started shooting.” 

The party debarked from two 
special railroad cars in which they 
had arrived before dawn from 
Washington. Garner himself was 
the first to alight, clad in a new 
khaki outfit, red hunter’s cap and 
cowhide boots. 

Greeted in Village. 

A small group of townspeopie 
and hunters—every lodging house 
in the village is “crowded .with 
hunters—greeted him. 

After a drive 12 miles up Elk 
river to the Kaul estate, the sports- 
men tramped off into frost-cov- 
ered hills, shortly after 9 a. m. 

The vice president brought down 
his quarry two hours later, re- 
turning to the hunting lodge about 
noon, the buck slung over one 
shoulder.

RAIL CHIEFS CITE. 
NEW INCOME NEED 


Officials Say Carriers 
Face Insolvency If Rev- 
enue Is Not Increased. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—(4)— 
Some of the nation’s top-ranking 


railroad executives told the Inter- 
state: Commerce Commission today 
they faced serious curtailment of 
service, if not outright insolvency, 
unless rail revenues were increas- 
ed substantially. 

Arguing for a 15 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates and a 1-2- 
cent increase in passenger fares 
on eastern lines, Daniel Willard, 
veteran president of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, said his road would be 
unable to render adequate service 
and remain solvent if the present 
volume of business and the pres- 
ent ratio of income and expendi- 
tures remained unchanged. 


Greater Need Cited. 


Viewing the field more broadly, 
M. W. Clement, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, said that 
“probably an increase even great- 
er than that asked for by the rail- 
roads themselves is necessary.” 

“Tiree denial of the increase,” he 
asserted, “would mean disaster to 
so many railroads that it seems 
difficult to exaggerate the conse- 
quencies.” 

From S. T. Bledsoe, president 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe, came a similar gloomy picture 
of conditions on western roads. 

Grave Concern Felt. 

“Under and prospective condi- 
tions of traffic, revenues and oper- 
ating costs in the western district 
are such as to give grave concern,” 
he said, 

Bledsoe declared that inereases 
in the costs his road must meet, 
figured on the basis of traffic han- 
dled through the 12 months ended 
last September, amounted to $25,- 
000,000

‘DEMANDED ON AIR 


FCC Head Says Standads 
Must Be Improved by 
Law, If Necessary. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1—(P)—A 
blunt notice that the standards of 
radio programs must be improved 
—by law, if necessary—was serv- 
ed upon the nation’s broadcasters 
today by Federal Communications 
Commissioner George Henry 
Payne. 

Contending the ether waves 
were the inali¢nable property of 
the public, he told the National 
Conference on Educational Broad- 
casting: 

“The ideals of the broadcasters 
must be changed, even if such 
changes are made at the fisk of a 
severe jolt to these gentlemen.

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LO, THE POOR COTTON FARMER 

Senator Walter F. George raises potent criti- 
cism of the farm bill formula drafted by the 
subcommittee which held hearings through the 
south a few weeks ago, his criticism, logically, 
being directed at that portion of the bill af- 
fecting the cotton farmers of the south. 

Under provisions of the tentative law the 
cotton farmer would, once again, be made “the 
goat” of the entire agricultural program for the 
nation. If put into effect and enforced, the 
regulations would not only hold the individual 
farmer to his present economic status, without 
hope of improvement, but would drastically re- 
duce the purchasing ability of the south by 
taking away the jobs of a large proportion of 
the farm workers. Thus the proposal would not 
aid, but actually injure the south, and would 
react against the entire country, by still fur- 
ther restricting the southern market for all 
types df products. 

The measure offered would limit the south’s 


_ eotton production to 10,000,000 bales per year. 


This would mean taking much acreage out of 
cotton. 

But, under the proposed law, the southern 
farmer would not be permitted to raise any 
other money crop on his former cotton acres. 
He would be forbidden to raise corn, cattle or 
hogs on the land. Or any crop which would 
compete with the products of another section 
which had been restricted in production, __ 

Thus the cotton farmer would be in a posi- 
tion where he not only could not raise cotton 
on a large proportion of his land, but could not 
raise any of the logical money crops in its 
place. The only possible use he could make of 
it would be to raise those minor crops which, 
while possibly useful for home consumption, 
have little or no worth-while money value on 
the market. 

’ Under such rules a large proportion of this 
acreage would remain idle, with the result that 
there would be no jobs for many farm workers. 
These men would, by necessity, be forced to the 
towns and cities to seek work and subsistence; 
there many of them would become objects of 
public relief and the unemployment problem 
would again be aggravated—and the south, al- 
ready struggling under the severest of economic 
handicaps, would be plunged still further into 
subnormal living standards. 

As Senator George points out, the effect of 
the bill on the farmer himself would be to 
“freeze” his income at approximately its pres- 
vent level. His cotton production restricted, 
barred from taking a profit through any other 
of the principal crops, he would merely be per- 
mitted to receive his present cotton income with 
mo chance of increasing it. 

It would be much better to leave the cotton 
farmer alone and let him raise what cotton he 
can and take his chances on the rapidly dis- 
appearing foreign market. “It would be bet- 
ter,” Senator George rightly holds, “if they re- 
tained what little foreign market they have 
left.” 

At least there would then be hope that by 
improved methods and the adoption of effi- 
cient farm practices, the southern cotton grower 
would eventually be able to produce his staple 
at a cost which would permit sale in an un- 
protected world market, in competition with 
cheap-labor cotton, and yet leave a profit on 


every pound.

SIGNS. ON THE HIGHWAYS 
Representative Larsen, of Laurens county, 
has introduced a bill in the Georgia assembly to 
give the State Highway Board jurisdiction over 


advertising signs on the rights-of-way of the 


roads of Georgia... 

Regulation of highway advertising is badly 
needed in this state. The natural beauties of 
the Georgia terrain are, along nearly all the 
highways, either hidden or marred by the signs 
which proclaim the alleged advantages of some 
product or bear the physiognomy of some local 
son seeking election to office, great or small. 

Especially outrageous is the evil when the 
tourist draws near some town. Then every post 
and every tree bears unsightly blossoms of 
wooden or pasteboard eulogies of product or re- 
tail establishment, of hotel or tourist home or 
camp, of patent medicine or fertilizer. 


To bar these signs from the rights-of-way © 


is the first step in a program that should be 
continued until they are entirely driven back 
from the vision of users of the highways, na- 
tives and visitors alike. In other states laws 
have been passed, and held constitutional, giv- 
ing the state control over advertising signs any- 
where within vision range of the roads, even 
though they stand on privately-owned prop- 
erty. It has been held that the public welfare 
has an important interest in the vista which 
shall greet all who use the public highways. 

The State Highway Board would be an ef- 
ficient authority to control this evil. Employes 
of the board are constantly at work on or pa- 
trolling the roads. They have better oppor- 
tunity than any other group to see that proper 
regulations, after they are enacted, are en- 
forced. With the aid of the state highway po- 
lice, the board and its organization can quickly 
remove the most obnoxious violators of the rules 
of scenic beauty, if once the legislature grants 
them the legal authority. 

The bill introduced by the gentleman from 
Laurens should receive the most sympathetic 
consideration from his fellow members of the 
assembly. 


NO TIME FOR JINGOISM 


Within the scope of 24 hours, news dis- 
patches from Shanghai presented a dramatic 
lesson in the folly of hot-headedness and in 
the need for a cool, considered attitude on the 
part of the American public toward the Sino- 
Japanese conflict. 

Reports were given wide publicity that the 
Japanese had seized an American-owned ves- 
sel and had deliberately tossed the American 
flag into the muddy waters of the Whangpoo 
river. If the story had been true it would have 
been ideal material for the jingoist, the blatant 
spouter about national pride who always struts 
in the public eye with a prominent chip upon 
his shoulder. 

Fortunately, in less than 24 hours, it was 
revealed that the story was largely untrue. The 
American flag had been hauled down by the 
Chinese crew of the vessel when the Japanese 
took it over, believing it to be of Chinese reg- 
istry. Promptly, when the American owner- 
ship was discovered, the vessel was released by 
the Japanese. , 

In regard to the flag incident, the owner of 


the ship, who first reported the “insult,’ now 


believes that it fell into the river accidentally 
when the Japanese were attempting to trans- 
fer it to one of their own ships. 

The lesson to be learned from this incident 
is not confined to the folly of becoming emo- 
tinally aroused. Even had the first story been 
true, it would give no real cause for drawing 
this nation nearer to participation in the mael- 
strom of war. | 

The United States has no reason, economic 
or moral, for any interference in the Far East- 
ern situation. True, some of the European pow- 
ers, fully occupied with efforts to maintain the 
peace on their own continent, would be de- 
lighted if Uncle Sam would pull their chestnuts 
out of the Oriental conflagration. 

But Uncle Sam has too often been the goat 
in the international game. Less scrupulous 
powers have too often taken advantage of the 
emotional, ultra moral and easily swayed side 
of the old gentleman’s character. 

Every American, if the nation’s youth is not 


to become cannon fodder on Asiatic battle 


fronts, must at all times hold fast to the truth 
that the United States has no interest in the 
east which should weigh a feather in the scales 
when the danger of war involvement arises. 

Britain and France have many times the 
commitments in China that this country has. 
If they want to assume the role of heroic Gala- 
had and plunge blindly to the rescue of the 
Chinese victim of Tokyo, let them. 

American warships, American planes, Amer- 
ican youth are not to be sacrificed either in a 
nebulous moral crusade or in a conflict which, 
emphatically, is no concern of this country.

THE HIGH COST OF DEATH. 
(From the Asheville Citizen.) 

A new-born baby, an economist has figured, 
enters the world with a tax burden.upon him 
that will ultimately cost his first year’s earnings 
when he reaches the productive age.

Mr. Aldrich’s fears are based on soundings of foreign opinion 
taken during a recent trip abroad. As one of the most powerful 
figures in the American financial community,, he was able to ask 
straight questions of such bigwigs as the managers of the big Brit- 


. ish investment trusts. 


According to those who have talked to him, he now reports that 
these men are showing the first signs of jitters in regard to their 
American holdingss Hitherto, British and other foreign business- 
men have always considered American businessmen hysterically 
alarmists in their estimates of the future. But now, apparently, the 
British are beginning to change their minds, and are playing with 
the thought of pulling out of the American market. If they do, it 
will be pretty serious, since the holdings of the British trusts alone, 
as of today, amount to nearly $500,.000,000. 

- It must be added that the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, the Treasury and the Department of Commerce here all flatly 
disagree with Mr. Aldrich. They maintain very forcibly that for 
the present, at least, the threat of foregin selling is a meaningless 
bogeyman. : ee 

At the SEC and the Treasury, where the doings of foreign in- 
vestors are minutely watched, the experts report that, since Sep- 
tember foreign buying has slightly exceeded foreign selling. And 
they see no reasons for a change in the trend. Representatives of 
the British investment trusts were here recently to find out how 
new American taxes would affect them. The Treasury worked 
hard to get their plans in regard to their American holdings, and 
came out pretty well convinced there would be no dumping. 


PRESIDENT IS ANNOYED An interesting sign of the times 
i is 


the denunciation of securities 
dealers to which the President has recently treated more than one 
business visitor. One of the great business minds who came to 
Washington to talk depression at the White House was surprised 
when the President launched into a full 20 minutes of angry elo- 
quence against the system by which new securities are sold in this 
country. 

It was the President’s thesis that, if the securities dealers had 
an atom of sense, new securities could easily be floated, even in 
the present bad times. The incident gave an interesting measure 
of the degree to which the administration tends to regard the stock 
market not a® a business barometer, but as a business depressant.

Some- 
thing of his method of doing business may be gathered from the 
fact that his properties in Barcelona are incorporated in Canada 
as the Barcelona Traction Light & Power Company, while another 
inconspicuous Canadian concern, the Mexican Light & Power Com- 
pany, is the repository of his Mexican holdings. 


TWITTERING WITH FEAR While American utilities execu- 


tives are twittering with fear 
for the future, the shrewd Mr. Heineman seems to have concluded 
that the business has hit bottom in this country. About a year ago, 
Sofina quietly acquired a 3.4 per cent interest in the Middle West 
Corporation, a Chicago utilities holding company which ranks with 
the largest. 
rate from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

That was Sofina’s and Mr. Heineman’s first investment in the 
United States. As a consequence of it, Charles K.‘Wilmers, a pre- 
viously unknown Englishman, went on Middle West’s board of 
directors as Sofina’s representative. 

_ It had been expected that the matter would end there, but Mr. 
Heineman suddenly appeared in this country late last summer, and 
began negotiations with New York and Chicago banks for more 
Middle West stock.

The Plot in France. . 


NEW- YORK—tThere is some- 
thing decidedly fishy about these 
stories of a huge plot to overthrow 
the republican form of governm=2nt 
in France. Immense stores of 
arms are found, discovered and 
brought to light by the police pret- 
ty well all over the country. The 
government issues daily communi- 
ques on the progress of the search 
and each time informs the public 
that additional war-stocks have 
been located, that the conspiracy 
is far-flung and constitutes a grave 
menace, but adds at the same time 
that there is nothing to fear and 
that the police is proving itself the 
devoted servant of the republican 
regime “which has the confidence 
of the country.” : 

What is really going on is that- 
the government is trying to win 
the confidence of the country. No 
doubt some arms have been ‘ound. 
No doubt some plot is actually 
discovered. Some foolish fellows 
have taken it into their head that 
they can profit by the serious eco- 
nomic and political difficulties in 
which the country finds itself by 
creating trouble, fish in troubled 
waters, in the hope that some ma- 
jor disturbance will result.

If there was so dangerous a 
conspiracy against the regime as is

thinted in officia! dispatches, why 


does the government say that it 
will not need to take any special 
measures to wipe out the danger? 
Why if there is so immense a plot 
that its ramifications practically 
cover all the principal depart- 
ments around Paris and the chief 
cities in the provinces, why are so 
few persons arrested? One general 
of aviation, a retired officer, and 
a flight lieutenant of ‘he 54th 
regiment have been pulled in so 
far.

It has been an open secret that 
the aviation service and the army 
of Moracco have been honeycomb- 
ed with Fascist cells these last few 
years.

And so they’ll rush 
through parliament a number of 
measures which the counfry in a 
sober mood would debate a long 
time and most likely refuse.

In one particular the American people have never changed, 
A certain number of them, regardless of the sum they earn, spend 
every dollar they get their hands on—and then buy more on credit 
if they can. 

The other people, being more practical or having a greater sense 
of duty and responsibility, save a portion of their earnings for future 
emergencies. 

_ Having saved a little money, the thrifty ones can do one of three 
things with it? They can put it in a bank, which was sometimes 
risky before deposits were insured; or they can bury it in a can, 
= “9 take, the risk of being robbed; or they can find a way to 

vest it. 

This saved money is the most important physical item in civil- 
ization. Without it there would be no civilization. It has built all 
that we have. 

But the natural tendency of savers is to bury their money in a 


can, and that would be fatal. It must be kept circulating for the 


general good. How, then, can they be persuaded to invest it? There 
is ton? one way. People can be persuaded only by offering them a 
reward. 

Before he will become an investor, the saver demands a promise 
of reasonable security and a reasonable return. And since all in- 
vestments have some element of risk, he demands a further return 
to pay for that. : 

The “profit motive” may be wicked, but 
play ball without some hope of reward. 

Government ownership is advocated as a substitute for profit 
making. How does it work? In effect, the government takes the 
savings of the thrifty, since they are the only people who have any, 
and buys or builds a business. It doesn’t give them any return on 
their money, however. In theory it gives cheaper service, but ex- 
perience shows that it really takes more money from the thrifty 
to pay for its losses. 

The great business enterprises of America, which provide th 
service and commodities on which all of us depend, are not owned 
by single individuals. They were built by the money of investors. 
When they need to expand, they go to the investors for more money. 
Without investors to furnish the capital, development stops. 

Since all of us try to buy necessary commodities and services 
as cheaply as we can, competition and government regulators con- 
trive to give us ever more for less money, but there is a limit below 
which we cannot go and survive. 

As the worker must have a fair reward for his service, so the 
investor (the worker who has saved) must have a fair reward for 


his money or he will not invest. And then the wheels stop.

Argues Money Plan. 

There, Senator Thomas, Dem- 
ocrat, Oklahoma, occupied half the 
day with an exposition of the 
theory that if the buying power of 
money were shifted in accordance 
with the ups and downs of crop 
prices, the farmer’s worries would 
disappear. “ 

His colleague, Senator Lee, 
Democrat, Oklahoma, took up the 
other half of the session with. an 
argument for the domestic allot- 
ment plan, under which the farm- 
er would receive such a cash sub- 
sidy on his crops as would cover 
the difference between their price 
on the market and a predetermin- 
ed level. 


Sees Threat to Lint. 


Wallace warned the authors of 
the senate farm bill its “restric- 
tive” provisions would have the 
effect of reducing the export out- 
let of American cotton. 

The agriculture secretary wrote 
Senators Pope, Democrat, Idaho, 
and McGill, Democrat, Kansas, 
niarketing quota provisions of their 
measure, how being débatéd by the 
senate, would restrict the annual 
supply to a quantity which would 
hold Amé@rican prices otit of line 
with the world price level. 

“The cotton farmers might for 
the time being gain in price this 
way,” he said, “but the temporary 
gains from price would eventually 
be more than offset by lossés in 
volume.”

He suggested that the Supply level 
should be raised to around 21,- 
000,000 bales. 


Would Cut Loan Rate. 


He also suggested the mihimum 
loan rate on cotton be réduced 
from 85 to 55 per cent’ of parity— 
the price objective of the proposed 
program. 

He suggested a “tariff-equaliz- 
ing tax,” levied on processors, to 
raise funds to supplement income 
growers receive for cotton sold 
at world price levels. 

Wallace also suggested the 
method of acreagé allotments for 
cotton be revised. “As now drawn, 
the bill would tend to freeze cot- 
ton production in uneconomic 
areas,” he said. 

He also declared the measure 
would remove requirement that 
growers comply with the 1938 cot- 
ton acréagé program to become 
eligible for the 3-cént-a-pound 
price adjustment payments ati- 
thorized by the last congress. 

The farm chief estimated this 
program might cost twice as much 
as the half-billion dollats now be- 
ing spent annually on the “soil 
conservation” program. 

Defy House Léaders. 

Meanwhile a house farm bloc 
headed by Representative Patman, 
Derfiocrat, Texas, defied leaders to 
enact crop control legislation uf- 
less it provided for parity prices. 

The bloc announced it would 
draft a schedule of government 
parity payments on all farm prod- 
uce at a meeting tomorrow and 
offer it as an amendment to the 
crop loan section of the pending 
bill. 

Failing to get the amendment 
adopted, -Patman said, the bloc 
would engineer a move on the 
floor to discard all attempts to pass 
farm legislation. Some legislators 
said the bloc would muster an in- 
itial voting strength of 100.

“soil conservation” payments to 


acreage and marketing. quotas.

M. McManus, he voluntarily re-| 
turned to New Mexico's peniten- 
tiary to complete a term broken 
by escape 20 years ago. 

The warden ‘ooked up from his 
desk to see Leos, his wife and the 
youngest of their nine children 
standing before him. 

“What can I do for you?” 
asked. 

“I'm surprised you don’t remem- 
ber me,” the visitor replied. 

Warden McManus said Leos ex- | 
plained he had been visiting rela- 
tives in southern New Mexico and 
decided he ought to finish a 10- 
year term for manslaughter start- 
ed in 1915.

Some of the peace terms suggest- 
ed to President Roosevelt by Wen- 
dell Willkie, utilities executive, 
are “impbdssible”’ from the admin- 
istration view, informed persons 
said tonight. 

The chief executive and the 
president of the giant Common- 
wealth & Southern Corporation 
have reached a tentative agree- 
ment on two major issues, it was 
said, but. these points remained at 
issue: — 

1—-Willkie’s proposal that the 
public utility holding company act 
of 1935 be modified. (The law 
should be changed, he said,. to 
eliminate all intermediate holding 
companies within three years but 
otherwise confirm existing holding 
companies in their present own- 
ership of property.) 

2—Willkie’s suggestion that pol- 
icies of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority be modified. (He advocat- 
ed a compromise arrangement for 
the generation and distribution of 
power by both the government and 
private utilities. The government, 
he contended, should not make 
gifts or grants to help municipal- 
ities purchase private distribution 
systems.) 

Issues on which the chief execu- 
tive and Willkie are able to find 
common ground, it was reported, 
were: ; a 
1—The President’s demand for 
rates based on the “prudent invest- 
ment” in utilities property “used 
and useful” in producing power. 
Willkie urged that this new rate- 
making method be applied only to 
property acquired since the Roose- 
velt administration began. 
2—Willkie’s proposal that the 
utilities eliminate from their cap- 
ital structures “write-ups hereto- 
fore claimed by the Federal Trade 
Commission:

piness, inability to enjoy life. It is 
a state of mind, of course, but even 


condition. A psychologist conceiv- 
ed the trouble. A psychologist is a 
fellow who sets out to be a physi- 
ologist or even a ‘physician, stum- 
bles upon an imposing term or 
idea, such as inferiority complex 
or released inhibition, and finds 
it so popular that he discontinues 
his studies and takes to writing 
articles for the magazines and pop- 
ular books. The one that invented 


had he persevered with hjs study 
of physiology, that there is more 
than just an idea or an attitude in 
anhedonia. } 

Another definition of anhedonis 
is absence of pleasure from the 


pleasurable to a normal individual; 
failure to get a “kick” out of doing 
things. Some “killjoys” are ob- 
viously sick and their sufferings 
sufficiently explain their cheerless 
disposition. Others are apparently 
well, free from any evident dis- 
ease or ailment, simply lack relish. 
gusto, zest, well-being, felicity. 
Chronic anoxia is what ails a 
good many of these anhedonics. 
This is my opinion—probably you 
will not find it in any textbook or 
hear it from any authority until 
1943 or later. But meanwhile it 
will do no harm to try: it on your 
— if you have a touch 
of it. 
Anoxia is a deficit of oxygen in 
the tisst'>s and cells. Acute anoxia 
is asphyxia. Chronic anoxia may 
be due wholly to frequent or daily 
exposure to carbon monoxide in 
the atmosphere—the carbon mo- 
noxide crowds out oxygen. Again 
it is often dug to slow metabolism 
or a low metabolic rate. Shallow 
breathing alone may account for 
chronic anoxia, although it is hard- 
ly possible to correct shallow 
breathing by conscious active deep 


breathing. Unconscious or auto- 
matic passive deeper breathing in- 
duced by a reasonable amount of 
exercise corrects it; exercise in- 
creases the absorption of oxygen 
by blood, tissues and cells of the 
body. 

Vitamins have a good deal to do 
with metabolism, the oxidation 
process. We told here recently how 
the administration of vitamin D 
to a hedgehog prevented the hiber- 
nation or brought the animal out 
of its winter dormant state. Vita- 
min B is essential for the metabol- 
ism of carbohydrate material, the 
main part of human metabolism, 
-eagiged metabolism, heat metabol- 
sm.

The weight tendency of the 
average woman is in direct con- 
tradiction to the laws of health 
and longevity. Instead of main- 
taining normal weight or, as rec- 


ommended, a weight that is slight- 


ly under the accepted average aft- 
er the age of 30, she continues 
to take on excess pounds... 
According to Dr. Dublin’s fig- 
ures, the average gain is three 
pounds between the ages of 25 and 
30; seven between 30 and 40, and 
six pounds between 40 and 50. If 
your weight increase is only aver- 
age, you will be 16 pounds over- 
weight by the time you are 50. 
Unfortunately, this probable in- 
crease is under-statement since 
the excessive overweight is not in- 
cluded in these figures. 

It is difficult to tell what your 
normal weight should be. Even 
the weight charts allow for a grad- 
ual increase as you grow older. 
Do not overlook the fact, how- 
ever, that these charts are based 
on average weights and not on 
normal weight for the individual.

TVA COST 100 HIGH, 
WITNESS TESTIFIES 


Ex-Army Engineer Says Ex- 
penditures 6 Times Great- 
er Than Necessary. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 1. 
(P)—Rufus W. Putnam, former 
major in the United States army 
engineers, testified before a three- 
judge federal court today that cost 
of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity’s system of dams will be six 
times more than is necessary for 
improved navigation og the Ten- 
nessee river and its tributaries. 

Putnam’s testimony was the par- 
tial answer of 18 private utilities 
attacking the authority on a TVA 
contention that navigation and 
flood control—not power genera- 
tion—are its chief functions. 

He estimated tht TVA dams will 
cost “more than $473,000,000 ex- 
clusive of Wilson dam.” The low 
dam system, he said, would cost 
only $74,709,000. 

The engineer, who qualified as 
an expert witness, said the com- 
pleted TVA system will be “ade- 
quate” but added that a low dam 
system “which would cost only 
one-sixth of the TVA _ system” 
would provide greater navigation 
capacity. 

“The capacity for usual traffic 
between Knoxville and points on 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers 
would be the same because of lim- 
itations imposed by locks at Wil- 
son dam,” he said.

Nova Scotia Leader Speaks 
to Charleston Clubs. 


CHARLESTON, S&S. C., Dec. 1.— 
(UP)—Premier Angus L. Mac- 
Donald, of Nova Scotia, today de- 
nounced tke dictatorial suppres- 
sions of individual rights and 
credited democracy with having 
preserved friendly relations be- 
tween the United States and Can- 
ada during the last 125 years.

ARTICLE 4. 
The One Book on the 
Constitution’s Formation. 


It might at first appear strange 
that the most momentous gather- 
ing of wise men America ever 
knew should have a single his- 
tory; but such, nevertheless, is the 
case. There is only one complete 
narrative of all that occurred and 
was said on the floor of the con- 
vention which framed the consti- 
tution. That record is the Jour- 
nal, or day by day _ record, of 
James Madison, called his ‘“De- 
bates in the Federal Convention 
of 1787.” 

The convention, of course, had 
a secretary, William Jackson, who 
kept the minutes of the gather- 
ing; but he was only required to 
record what was done, not what 
was said. James Madison alone 
kept a record not only of what 
was proposed and what was adopt- 
ed, but also of what was said by 
the members about it, the debates 
on the matters submitted before 
they were voted on. Yates, of 
New York, kept a record for a 
time, but he did not remain 
throughout the convention; and 
Randolph, Oliver Ellsworth, Lu- 
ther Martin, and others, wrote let- 
ters, after the convention, on their 
impressions of it, but none of 
them kept a record of the pro- 
ceedings. Thus Madison’s Journal 
of the convention that framed the 
constitution is probably the most 
valuable historical work ever pro- 
duced in America. 

The Madison Journal becomes 
all the more important when it 
is remembered that the conven- 


tion was strictly secret, no per- 
son not a member was permitted 
within its doors, from its begin- 


‘}ning to its end; and every deputy 


was pledged not to discuss out- 
side pag © that transpired on 
the floor or in committee. There- 
fore, the press or newspapermen, 
and all would-be observers, were 
prevented from attending any ses- 
sion and making any record. 

In 1840 the congress of the 
United States purchased from 
Dolly Madison, the widow of 
James Madison, all the private 
papers of Madison of an histor- 
ical nature (paying, as well as 
I now recall, some 30-odd thou- 
sand dollars for them.) Congress 
immediately authorized the pub- 
lication of Madison’s Journal of 
the Feneral Convention. 

In 1845 a new issuance of the 
work was put in the hands of 
Jonathan Elliot, who had already 
gotten out the celebrated work 
known as “Elliot’s Debates,” con- 
sisting of the debates in the sev- 
eral state conventions on whether 
they would adopt or reject the 
constitution. Elliot added the 
Madison Journal to that set. Thus 
we see that the American people 
were absolutely in the dark as 
to the complete proceedings of 
how their constitution was formed 
from 1787 until 1840. These facts 
add to those we have already dis- 
cussed to show that James Madi- 
son was indeed and in truth, as 
he is everywhere called, “the fa- 
ther of the constitution.”

Businessmen Buy Large Lots 
To Stress Tuberculosis 
Can Be Cured. 


The Atlanta Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has reported'a widespread 
demand for the 1937 Christmas 
Seals, which were put on sale last 
week. 

Business firms, civic organiza- 
tions, social clubs, college fraterni- 
ties and other young peoples’ 
groups have made requests for 
large numbers of the stickers, ac- 
cording to officers of the organ- 
ization. Those desiring seals have 
been asked to get in touch with 
the Atlanta Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion at 286 Forrest avenue. 

An innovation in the use of the 
seals is being introduced by At- 
lanta businessmen, according to T. 
M. Forbes, president of the asso~- 
ciation. 

“Many Atlanta executives are 
sticking the seals on their checks 
so the spirit of good will expressed 
by the Christmas Seal will enter 
into every business transaction,” 
he explained. “Because of the 
worthy cause they serve and the 
fact thar they are so highly decora- 
tive, ls are now not only used 
on Christmas cards and gifts but 
on business and personal corre- 
spondence, statements and ship- 
ments of merchandise throughout 
the entire month of December.” 

The 1937 seals are designed with 
a jovial old town crier holding a 
lighted lantern and a bright red 
bell, proclaiming that tuberculosis 
is preventable and curable. The 
seals sell for one cent each and 
proceeds are used to fight the 
disease. Last year 4,000 tubercular 
patients in Fulton and DeKalb 
counties, unable to employ private 
physicians, received clinic and 
medical aid from the Atlanta Tu- 
berculosis Association.

New Minimum Prices Exs 
pected To Increase Returns 
by $40,000,000 at Least.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(7)— 
Statisticians of the Bituminous 


and. Coal Commission estimated today 


the minium prices the commission 
has ordered effective December 
16 should increase the annual re- 
turn to producers by from $40,- 
000,000 to $300,000,000. 


They said the producers affect- 
ed mined about 375,000,000 tons 
of coal last year and sold it at a 
net loss of 11 cents a ton, averag- 
ed for all grades. This was an age 
gregate loss of over $40,000,000 

The minimum prices are intend- 
ed to assure at least the cost of 
production, wiping out that $40,- 
000,000 loss. What additional in« 
creased return the producers will 
receive will depend, the statisti- 
cians said, on what quantity of coal 
is sold above the minimum price, 

Most coal of the types common- 
ly used by householders for heat-~ 
ing purposes now is selling at a 
price higher than the minimum 
set by the commission. 

If these prices are maintained, 
commission experts said, the in- 
crease in the return to producers 
will be considerably more than 
$40,000,000 a year, compared with 
last year.
